manner, 
partly by quarrying. 


There are 5000 tons of ore accumu- 
lated at the mill. 
The Rock Point 


mill, which is the property of this com- 
pany, has been idle for some weeks 
on account of low water in fhe Carson 
river, but as the stream is rising how- 
ever the mill will soon be dropping Its 
twenty stamps.

THE PROPER TREATMENT FOR A 


SPRAINED ANKLE. 


As a rule a man will feel well satis- 


fled If he can hobb e around on crut- 
ches two or three weeks after sprain- 
ing his ankle and it is usually two or 
three months before he has fully re- 
covered.

case there is not a speed} change in the existing 
Conditions in the mone\ market. 
It is the accept- 


nce of State, municipal and other bonds as se- 
:urity for the deposit of governmental funds in Nat- 
onal banks. 
Does the contemplation of this un- 


precedented movement indicate that there is suf- 
icent gold in the country to meet the wants of ex- 
change and regular trade ? *\re said unprecedented, 
out should have added unlawful, as the law provides 
for only one kind of securities, namely, government 
jonds, so the Secretary's proposition could not be 
•egally exploited, without a change of the law by act 
ji Congress. 


But it does not occur to the financiers of the
